NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 13 th May 1965 

G.S.R. 741 . —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Defence of* 
India Act. 1962 (51 of 1962), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Defence of India Rules, 1962 (published with the noti¬ 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs No. G.S.R, 1465 , 
dated the 5th November, 1962 ), namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Defence of India (Third Amendment)- 
Rules, 1965. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the twentieth day of May, 1985. 

2. In the Defence of India Rules, 1962, in rule 125, after sub-rule (3), the follow¬ 
ing sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

*(3A) Notwithstanding anything contained In sub-rules (2) and (3), an order 
under those sub-rules for regulating by licences, permits or otherwise 
the movement or transport of any foodstuffs including edible oil-seeds 
and oils, nr for controlling the prices or rates at which any such food¬ 
stuffs may be bought or sold, shall not be made by the State Govern¬ 
ment after the commencement of the Defence of India (Third Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1965, except with the prior concurrence of the Central 
Government; and any order made before such commencement under 
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those sub-rules for any of the purposes aforesaid by a State Govern¬ 
ment or any officer or authority authorised by it in that behalf shall 
cease to have effect on the expiry of a period of thirty days from such 
commencement except as respects things done or omitted to be done 
before such expiry, unless such order is confirmed by Central Govern¬ 
ment before such expiry”.
